WEW DUES NOW IN EFFECT...At press time, an increase in WTFDA dues had 4 


been approved by most of the club Board of Directors. This is the 
first increase since 1981, and will allow the VUD to continue to 
publish larger editions when they are needed. As stated last month, 
WTFDA's dues had remained at the same rate since 1981, a long time, 
according to some, for a DX club to remain at that rate. WTFDA 
continues to be a volunteer operated, and strictly non-profit, 
organization. Practically all of the revenue from dues goes toward 
publishing the VUD. Even at the new dues rate, you may find that 
membership in WTFOA 1s still a pretty decent bargain. Canadian DXers 
please note: we regret now having to charge an extra dollar for your 
memberships, but the U.S. postal rates to Canada have risen even 
higher than the domestic ones since the 1981 dues increase. Page 39 
features details of the new dues structure. 


LET'S ‘SKIP’ WINTER THIS YEAR?...Many areas of North America have been 


surprised by prolonged periods of unusually warm weather during the 
first half of winter (although record snowfalls and low temperatures 
plagued northern plains and western mountain regions). So even though 
the calendar says we're in the worst part of the year for DXing VHF 
and UHF tropo, we may have reports of some surprisingly good DX 
conditions before spring arrives! A few enthusiasts have also 
commented on finding more E-skip than usual on VHF this winter. 

Strong auroral activity may well be a big reason. One longtime DX 
observer tells us he expects to see a truly unusual year. With F2 
activity also heading for a higher peak than previously expected, 1989 
could have many DX surprises in store for the VHF enthusiast: 
unidentified F2 skip has recently been seen on U.S. channel 2!

Battle for NY City's 104.3 frequency may finally be 
over, with the New York State Court of Appeals sidi 
with’ a lower court ruling that GAF Broadcasting coul 
keep WNCN. That decision awarded $2.6 million to a 
listeners’ group, Concert Radio, Inc., which had an 
option to buy the station. The listeners’ group was 
concerned that WNCN had given up vocal music, 
modern music and long selections in favor of a youthful, 
breezy style of concert music broadcasting. Baier this 
you rival WQXR-AM-EM started their, frsvever, (in 
recent years) separate programming, shunting Karl Haas 
and Robert Sherman's “Tie Listening Room” to AM, 
while the FM was encouraged to play more “favorites of 
the repertory.” 

Despite it costing twice as much for a new national 
network on FM, compared to AM, the British are going 
ahead and replacing their two medium wave channels, 
Cost. of building the FM network would be £17 million 
for 99 percent coverage of the country, or £12 million 
for 70 to 80 percent, even using existing BBC transmitting 
sites. And the IBA, at a programmers’ conference, 
stations “heard evidence that listeners have been switching 
in greater numbers than had been thought from medium 
wave to FM.” An ad appearing in last month’s FMedia! 
is “typical of current emphasis on FM frequency rather 
then AM” in England. 

“One of the many impressive things about FM Atlas 
this time was the fact that you provided a forum for 
others even if they did not entirely agree with you. 
Keep up the good work! Up with radio, be it AM, or FM 
or even shortwave, which is fun, too.” 

One reader sent an AP story on the plight of AM 
radio. It mentioned stations like KPAL in Little Rock 
programming for children 5-12, An attorney in the East 
recently called to ask me what I think of his idea of 
running a children’s format on SCA. He'd rent. the 
radios at first, hoping eventually revenue would come 
from the national advertisers and agencies so that the 
SCA service could be profitable. I was cool to the idea, 
because I know how hard it is to get business from 
national advertisers. Virtually all radio advertising is 
local, even in the major markets.

“Audio Reader” is on the SCA of KANU *91.5 
Lawrence KS, KHCC *90.1 Hutchinson and KANZ- 
KZNA Garden City-Hill City KS, It is an “expensive 
proposition due to the necessity of giving receivers to 
disadvantaged listeners, Central and western Kansas have 
gconomie woes due to the low farm and oil prices. 
Public stations find it difficult to spend a lot of money 
on a service that does not generate a financially support: 
ing audience. They cover an enormous sparsely-populated 
region and are iiot associated with a college. KANU 
furnishes Audio Reader 24 hours a day. KHCC is on the 
air 16-19 hours a day, but does not have Audio Reader 
mornings or holidays.’ KANZ/KZNA is on the air 18-19 
hours a day and have Audio Reader whenever they are 
not beset by linkage problems. KMUW *89.1 Wich 
hhas an entirely different reading service, at least some of 
which is generated locally. Late at night and early in the 
morning their 67 kHz has the same prograin as the main 
carrier.” KWKR 99.9 Leoti KS uses wind generators to 
power the station, having usea a tax advantage not now 
permitted. When turing fully in a 26-mph wind they 
produce about 50 kw at 220 volts. Excess electricity is 
pumped back into the power grid, and the station is 
paid a wholesale rate of 2¢ a kw hour. KWKL 106.5 
Arkansas City now claims the tallest FM tower in KS at 
382 meters. 

‘A CO broadcaster believes the problem of translator 
abuse is being “overblown, There is little chance that a 
translator would have much impact on any local stations 
in larger markets if the local broadcasters are doing their 
job programming to their own market... These state- 
ments may not be too popular with some of my feilow 
broadcasters, but I believe translators play an important 
role in program diversity—that is, more choices for the 
consumer. If a translator comes into a market and offers 
a format that isn’t being offered locally, it deserves to 
stay. If it offers a format that is similar to the 
programming fare of a local station, it should have no 
serious impact on the local broadcaster IF the local 
broadcaster is doing his or her job. With all the 80-90 
drop-ins throughout the country, there isn’t room for a 
lot of translators in larger markets, and many that co 
exist will likely be forced off the air by new full power 
allocations, which will likely have more of an economic 
impact on the local broadcasters than a translator ever 
would. 

“Personally, I'm all for the goverment to bring back 
the rule which would prohibit selling a station for 2 
profit within a three-year period, This would help weed 
out some of the ‘get rich quick’ speculators who buy 
and sell radio stations like real estate, and bring real 
broadcasters back into the business.’ 

The Canadian magazine, Broadcaster, explored what 
will happen to AM when the band is expanded July 1, 
1990, to include tuning up to 1700 blz. There are still 
plenty of AM frequencies in Canada on the existing 
band, so no rush is envisioned for the new spectrum 
space. “It’s not as if it was an FM frequency. Then 
you'd see a mad rush.” CHNR Simcoe ON is pointed to 
as a station opting for a higher frequency, moving from 
1560 to 1600 where interference was less at 10 kw. But 
even getting people to tune in 1600 is hard, “because 
most people don’t bother going down that far. And you 
have to promote it more than if you're in the middle of 
the dial at 800 or 890. . . Added to this headache is the 
ascendency of FM over AM: AM is tough anyway, with 
FM right now.” Success would be even mote difficult 
for stations in the spectrum above 1600. 

Star-Net, based in Burleson TX, is hoping to broadcast, 
irect to Class A FM stations, and possibly translators, if 
the FCC ever allows low power FM or educational 
translators not owned by the primary. “We are on 
satellite now with full programming from Satcom F1, 
channel 17, with sideband carriers of 5.40 and 5.58 
‘These are narrowband, and have to be demodulated, but 
they give a good, clean signal... In our embryonic

There are occasions out here when you get a different channel 2 or 3...but 98% of the time 
it’s KMID and KENW...why? If a member can help out or steer me in the right direction 
for reading material on the subject of E skip, etc., I would appreciate it. I have been 
told that the E skip conditions tend to form over the same spot all the time in the 
southern part of the US. If that’s the case and my pests are KMID and KENW, other 
members on the west coast - say 250-500-1000 miles from San Francisco - what are your 
pest signals on channels 2 and 3? Thanks a lot for the help...both myself and member 
Randy Miltler In San Jose are wondering about this. I'll look for responses in the VUD or 
if you want, drop me a post card.

(I doubt If any member can give you a definitive answer as to why you see the same 
aren so often - there is just too little known about E skip. We call it sporadic! We have, 
however, all observed that some stations are seen more often than others. KMID and KENW 
‘are common reception here also - although the proportion of loggings consisting of those 
stations varies from season to season. In addition to being in a direction which Is common 
to E skip here, they are also at a distance which is common to E skip. You must be

Convention host, Jeff white is planning 
a "HOT" convention by consentrating on a thene, Media in the Caribbean region, Jeff 
has many contacts in the region through various intemational radio ventures he has 
been involved in, so the seminar speakers should be first rate. The ANARC banquet 
will feature Caribbean and American foods and a steel drum band, There will be more 
details in the next ANARC Update.
